Many museums cannot maintain constant 
control or exhibition of the vast numbers of coins entrusted 
to them and chances are that they already have the coins 
_you were thinking of donating. 


Now to the main point---besides the above, once a collection 
_of coins is donated to a museum, the coins are no longer avail- 
able to the present or future individual coin collector to have 
or to hold or to own or to be proud of, Many fine collections are 
lacking various coins that are sitting in museums where no one 
can really appreciate them as their own. Once you donate your 
collection to a museum, you are depriving other collectors of 

fe same pleasure and joy you had in building your collection,
